Rabbi  Bulka  Hosts  Radio  Show 


An  aroused  Canadian  Jewry  will  descend  on  the  capital  on  Tuesday 
to  back  the  courageous  fight  being  waged  by  the  Jews  of  the  U.S.S.R. 
for  cultural  and  religious  freedom  and  the  basic  human  right  to  leave  if 
they  so  desire. 


The  presence  in  Ottawa  of  Pre- 
mier Kosygin  has  added  the  drama 
against  which  the  National  March 
will  take  place.  Every  major  Jewish 
community  in  Canada  will  be  re- 
presented, with  the  bulk  coming 
from  Montreal,  Toronto  and 
Ottawa. 

At  press  time,  estimates  of  the 
total  number  who  are  expected  to 
participate  in  the  rally  ranged  bet- 
ween four  and  five  thousand.  The 
tally  is  made  up  of  roughly  one 
thousand  from  Ottawa,  another 
thousand  from  Toronto  and  about 
twenty-five  hundred  from  Mont- 
real. 

Most  of  the  out-of-towners  will 
come  in  chartered  buses  and  inclu- 
de community  leaders,  business- 
men, professionals,  housewives  and 
students.  Planners  for  the  demons- 
tration have  termed  the  response 
to  the  call  for  a “national  pil- 
grimage” to  Ottawa  as  “astonish- 
ing” when  you  consider  that  peo- 
ple have  to  give  up  a full  work  day 
to  come. 

Assembly  is  Strathcona  Park  on 
Range  Road,  in  the  shadow  of  the 
Soviet  Embassy.  The  program  will 
start  promptly  at  1 .00  o’clock  and 
feature  a talk  by  Dr.  Gunther 
Plaut  of  Toronto,  Chairman  of  the 
National  Religious  Welfare  Com- 
mittee of  the  Canadian  Jewish 
Congress. 

Remarks  will  also  be  made  by 
spokesmen  for  youth  and  for  the 
sponsoring  national  organizations. 
There  will  be  prayer,  selections  by 
the  Jewish  Community  Centre 
Choral  Group  and  the  sounding  of 
the  shofar.  The  program  will  take 
about  thirty-five  minutes. 

As  soon  as  it  is  completed,  the 
audience  will  be  formed  up,  ac- 
cording to  plan,  for  the  march 
north  on  Range  Road,  east  on 
Laurier,  north  on  Charlotte  past 
the  Soviet  Embassy,  and  on  to 
MacDonald  Park  for  dispersal.  No 
stops  are  possible  because  of  the 
number  of  marchers  involved  and 
concern  for  their  safety. 

In  their  letter  to  the  commu- 
nity last  Friday,  Abe  Palmer,  Pre- 
sident of  the  Ottawa  Vaad  Ha’Ir 
and  Mervin  Mirsky,  Chairman  of 
the  Ottawa  Arrangements  Com- 
mittee called  for  the  greatest  pos- 


sible participation  on  the  part  of 
the  entire  Jewish  community. 

They  also  added  these  import- 
ant pointers  for  local  residents: 

1.  Be  at  the  Park  no  later  than 
12.45  p.m. 

2.  If  you  live  within  walking  dis- 
tance of  Strathcona  Park,  please 
don’t  come  by  car.  If  you  live 
farther  away,  use  car  pools  to 
cut  down  on  the  parking  problem. 
If  you  come  by  car,  park  far 
enough  away  to  avoid  blocking 
streets,  bus  routes  and  the  normal 
traffic  flow. 

3.  Placards  are  being  prepared,  but 
feel  free  to  make  and  bring  your 
own. 

4.  Maintain  order  and  discipline. 
Obey  instructions  and  follow  di- 
rections given  by  marshals.

Leaves  Ottawa  February  23 


David  Loeb,  General  Chairman 
of  the  1971  United  Jewish  Appeal 
has  announced  details  of  the 
Second  Annual  Ottawa  U.J.A. 
Study  Mission  to  Israel. 

Building  on  the  highly-success- 
ful  experience  of  last  year,  mission 
planners  have  developed  an  iti- 
nerary which  includes  places  and 
people  to  which  the  regular  tour 
cannot  gain  access. 

These  extras  proved  the  most 
interesting  for  last  year’s  group 
who  have  become  the  best  boosters 
of  the  whole  mission  idea.  Their 
enthusiasm  - and  the  warm  cama- 
raderie which  developed  as  they 
travelled  the  country  - has  been 
infectious.  If  early  inquiries  are 
any  indication,  all  places  will  be 
fdled  quickly. 

The  mission  is  purposely  con- 
fined to  eighteen  homogeneous 
couples  - just  enough  to  fill  one 
modern  bus  comfortably.  That 
number  is  also  best  for  briefings, 
mobUity  and  involvement  in  the 
program. 

The  basic  trip  is  two  weeks  in 
length.  It  leaves  via  Montreal  on 
Wednesday  evening,  February  23 
and  returns  Wednesday,  March  7. 
Those  who  wish  to  stay  on  in 
Israel  for  an  extra  week  can  do  so 
on  their  own  for  the  same  air  fare. 
The  third  week  can  be  spent  in 


Europe,  if  desired. 

The  trip  will  be  deluxe  through- 
out with  the  top  hotels  in  Tel  Aviv, 
Jerusalem  and  Haifa  used  as  bases 
of  operation.  One  night  will  be 
spent  on  a kibbutz  on  Lake 
Tiberias. 

The  nine  days  of  touring  in 
Israel  will  be  led  by  an  expert 
guide.  Some  of  the  highlights  in- 
clude visits  with  the  Israeli  army, 
navy  and  air  force;  the  occupied 
territories  like  the  West  Bank, 
Gaza  and  the  Golan  Heights; 
Massada;  Jerusalem;  Sharm  el 
Sheikh;  and  if  circumstances  per- 
mit, to  the  Suez  Canal.  There  will 
also  be  an  opportunity  to  meet 
Israelis  of  similar  background  and 
several  Ottawans  now  living  in 
Israel  have  offered  hospitality. 

The  cost  is  about  S799.  Cana- 
dian for  double  occupancy,  two 
meals  per  day,  but  that  figure  may 
be  somewhat  less  if  air  fares  come 
down  as  expected.  The  cost  inclu- 
des touring,  transfers,  baggage 
handling  and  economy  class  space 
on  aircraft.  S300.  per  person  in 
Israel  Bonds  may  be  used  towards 
the  cost.

If  Tuesday’s  Freedom  March  for  Soviet  Jewry  is  to  have  an 
effect  on  Mr.  Kosygin,  everyone  who  can  should  be  at  Strathcona 
Park.  It  must  never  be  said  of  our  generation  that  we  failed  the 
Jews  of  Russia  when  they  needed  us.  They  are  courageous  enough 
to  speak  out  when  it  could  mean  prison  or  worse.  The  least  we 
can  do  is  show  them  that  we  are  with  them  and  that  we  care. 

The  push  for  a National  March  came  from  Ottawa  and  I 
commend  Hy  Bessin  and  Lawrence  Freiman  for  promoting  the 
idea  with  vigour  and  confidence.  It  will  be  great  because  it  has 
the  backing  and  know-how  of  Canadian  Jewish  Congress,  the 
Canadian  Zionist  Federation,  their  affiliates  and  our  own  Vaad. 
It  will  run  smoothly  because  Mervin  Mirsky  is  at  the  helm  and 
because  he  and  his  committee  are  able  and  dedicated.  I pray  it  will 
open  the  hearts  of  the  Soviet  rulers  and  the  doors  of  the  iron 
curtain.

1.  Temple  Israel  has  acquired  the  Synagogue  building  on  James 
St.  formerly  occupied  by  Congregation  B’nai  Jacob.  We  wish 
the  Temple  every  success  in  its  new  and  permanent  home. 

2.  We  are  pleased  that  a dream  of  many  years  standing  has  come 
to  fruition  with  the  opening  of  a B’nai  B’rith  Hillel  House  in 
rented  quarters  at  796  Bronson  Avenue.  Parliament  Lodge 
B’nai  B’rith  deserves  praise  for  its  financial  backing  of  the 
enterprise.  The  Vaad  has  re-affirmed  its  support  by  a S3.000. 
grant  for  programming  and  operations  for  this  year.  More  im- 
portant, we  seem  to  be  on  the  threshold  of  a new  era  of 
understanding  between  students  and  elders  which  bodes  well 
for  the  future. 

3.  The  Executive  Council  is  interested  in  promoting  an  expanded 
program  of  Judaic  Studies  at  Carleton  University.  On  the 
recommendation  of  a committee  headed  by  Rabbi  Bulka  and 
Professor  Nettler  of  Carleton,  a five-year  grant  for  library  and 
and  research  facilities  has  been  approved  in  principle  on  condi- 
tion that  the  university  appoint  a scholar  in  Judaic  Studies. 
An  exploratory  meeting  with  school  officials  has  been  re- 
quested. 

4.  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Samuel  Schreiber  have  left  Ottawa  to  take  up 
residence  in  Israel  upon  his  retirement.  Rev.  Schreiber  served 
B’nai  Jacob  Congregation  and  the  community  at  large  with 
distinction,  with  dignity  and  with  rare  devotion  for  more  than 
thirty  years.  A grateful  community  thanks  him  and  wishes  him 
and  Mrs.  Schreiber  good  health,  happiness  and  fulfillment  in 
their  new  home.

In  response  to  an  appeal  made 
by  Gilbert  Greenberg  before  Rosh 
Hashanah  for  funds  to  provide  gift 
parcels  for  soldiers  in  Israel,  390 
people  remitted  a total  of 
SI, 869.50  to  supply  748  parcels. 
Many  people  were  pleased  to  be 
invited  to  participate  and  asked 
that  the  project  be  made  an  annual 
event. 

In  Israel,  the  Soldiers  Welfare 
Association  is  a permanent  volun- 
teer organization.  One  of  its  main 
functions  is  the  building  and  main- 
tenance of  Rest  Camps  throughout 
the  country.  The  purpose  of  these 
Camps  is  to  provide  every  front 
line  soldier  with  a week’s  rest 
after  the  rigours  of  military  duty. 
Here  he  may  enjoy  a good  bed, 
excellent  meals,  sports  grounds,  a 
swimming  pool,  games  rooms,  a 
library,  a synagogue  chapel. 

In  the  cities  the  Association 
provides  Soldiers  Houses,  where 
the  soldier  on  leave  or  in  spare 
time  can  get  delicious  meals  or 
snacks  and  find  a place  to  relax, 
read,  swim  or  study  at  a minimum 
cost.  This  is  essential  when  one 
considers  that  the  average  private’s 
pay  is  about  $7.50  per  month. 


Israeli  Soldiers 

Presently,  various  branches  of 
the  Association  “adopt”  a unit 
and  provide  radios,  television  sets 
and  other  amenities,  including  gift 
parcels  for  those  boys  and  girls 
stationed  at  distant  outposts.  In 
the  hospitals,  where  soldiers  are 
recuperating  or  undergoing  rehabi- 
litative therapy,  the  Association 
provides  television  sets,  books, 
cigarettes  and  other  small  com- 
forts. Along  the  roadside  and  in 
the  desert,  the  Association  has 
erected  shelters  for  soldiers  waiting 
for  transportation  to  and  from 
their  bases. 

In  Ottawa,  a branch  is  being 
organized  under  the  Chairmanship 
of  Mrs.  Gilbert  Greenberg  with 
Vice  Co-Chairmen  Morris  Palmer 
and  Earl  Florence.  Mrs.  Zeev  Vered 
and  Mrs.  Florence  are  also  on  the 
Committee.

The  National  Council  of  Jewish 
Women  is  active  in  overseas,  na- 
tional and  local  works. 

In  Israel,  Council’s  projects  in- 
clude the  Israeli  Teacher’s  Fund 
which  provides  bursaries  and  prizes 
to  encourage  and  enable  Israelis  to 
enter  the  teaching  profession.  The 
Ship-a-Box  program  sends  parcels 
of  unavailable  materials  to  the 
Israeli  Ministry  of  Education.  A 
New  Frontiers  project  provides 
much  needed  equipment  for  the 
Alyn  Orthopedic  Hospital  and  Pro- 
ject Child  is  a head  start  program 
for  pre-school  children  in  Israel. 

National  projects  include  the 
Irene  Samuels  Fund  which  pro- 
vides bursaries  to  enable  deserving 
Jewish  girls  to  attend  university. 
Gerentological  fellowships  have 
granted  capable  people  the  chance 
to  study  the  problems  of  Canada’s

aging.  Council  gave  financial  assist- 
ance for  the  establishment  of  a 
special  geriatric  nursing  course  at 
McMaster  University  and  at  other 
universities. 

The  Ottawa  Section  participates 
fully  in  the  national  projects.  In 
addition,  the  Section  provides 
scholarships  to  Carleton  and 
Ottawa  Universities.  It  provides 
assistance  to  needy  students  in 
local  high  schools,  and  has  esta- 
blished a Medical  Library  at  the 


Civic  Hospital.  Many  other  gifts 
have  been  made  over  the  years,  in- 
cluding a heart-lung  machine  at 
the  General  Hospital,  and  a much- 
needed  piano  at  the  Jewish  Com- 
munity Centre.  A sizeable  contri- 
bution was  made  to  the  future 
Children’s  Hospital  in  Ottawa. 

Council  volunteers  run  several 
worthwhile  programs  in  the  city; 
a Head  Start  program  at  McNab 
School  for  culturally-deprived 
children  as  well  as  a mothers’  pro- 
gram, a Golden  Age  Club  which 
meets  at  the  Jewish  Community 
Centre  and  staffing  the  Canteen 
at  the  Civic  Hospital  once  a month. 

Ottawa  Section  is  planning  a 
full  program  this  year;  interesting 
and  varied  speakers;  tours  of  em- 
bassies and  artists  homes;  a study 
group  on  Jewish  affairs;  a leader- 
ship training  course  in  conjunction 
with  the  Women’s  Committee  of 
the  Ottawa  Vaad  Ha’Ir;  and  art 
classes  at  the  National  Gallery.
